• 3 doses of the Hepatitis B vaccine 

• TB Skin test within the last year. If the TB skin test is positive, a chest X-ray will also be 

required. 

• Hepatitis A and the vaccine against meningitis (Menomune) is recommended, but not 

required. 

3. We provide all the vaccinations and lab tests in our office. At what cost, you might ask?

Feast day: November 3 Patron of Barbers 

He was the illegitimate son of a freed woman of Panama, probably black but also possibly of 

Native American ancestry, and a Spanish grandee of Lima, Peru. He inherited the features and 

dark complexion of his mother. That irked his father, who finally acknowledged his son after 

eight years. After the birth of a sister, the father abandoned the family. Martin was reared in 

poverty, locked into a low level of Lima's society. 

It was particularly impressive that he treated all people regardless of their color, race or status. 

He was instrumental in founding an orphanage, took care of slaves brought from Africa and 

managed the daily alms of the priory with practicality as well as generosity. 

"Racism is a sin almost nobody confesses. Like pollution, it is a 'sin of the world' that is 
everybody's responsibility but apparently nobody's fault." - St. Martin de Porres

100 years ago on Chester Place where our Doheny Campus is located? On April 5, you and your 
family and friends can learn all about it.

But 
it is good to hear these things in the American idiom from one who, for instance, had her ears 
pierced as a teenager, who resolved to have "no cake, no preserves," who wore a watch, was 
interviewed by the press, traveled by train and could concern herself with the proper size of pipe 
for a new mission.

Events in honor of Women's History Month 
On March 27, join us for Saint or Troublemaker? 
Meet Dorothy Day 
Facts about Dorothy Day 

• Today over 1 85 Catholic Worker communities remain committed to nonviolence, voluntary 
poverty, prayer, and hospitality for the homeless, exiled, hungry, and the foresaken. 

• Day won a scholarship that brought her to the University of Illinois campus at Urbana in the 
fall of 1914. 

• She next worked for The Masses, a magazine that opposed American involvement in the 
European war. In September, the Post Office rescinded the magazine's mailing permit. 
Federal officers seized back issues, manuscripts, subscriber lists and correspondence. Five 
editors were charged with sedition. 

• In November 1917 Day went to prison for being one of forty women in front of the White 
House protesting women's exclusion from the electorate. 

• Back in New York in 1924, Day bought a beach cottage on Staten Island using money from 
the sale of movie rights for a novel. 

• In the winter of 1932 Day traveled to Washington, D.C., to report for Commonweal and 
America magazines on the Hunger March. 

• In 1936 the community moved into two buildings in Chinatown, but no enlargement could 
possibly find room for all those in need. 

• Then came 1960, when instead of a handful of people coming to City Hall Park, 500 turned 
up. The police arrested only a few, Day conspicuously not among those singled out. In 1961 
the crowd swelled to 2,000. This time 40 were arrested, but again Day was exempted. 

• One of the community houses had been hit by machine-gun fire and Ku Klux Klan members 
had burned crosses on community land. Day insisted on taking a turn at the sentry post. 
Noticing an approaching car had reduced its speed, she ducked just as a bullet struck the 
steering column in front of her face. 

• In 1965, Day returned to Rome to take part in a fast expressing "our prayer and our hope" 
that the Council would issue "a clear statement, "Put away thy sword."' Day saw the 
unpublicized fast as a "widow's mite" in support of the bishops' effort to speak with a pure 
voice to the modern world. 

• Day herself was last jailed in 1973 for taking part in a banned picket line in support of 
farmworkers. She was 75.

Saint Margeret of Clitherow was born in Middleton, England, in 1555, of protestant parents. 
Possessed of good looks and full of wit and merriment, she had a great personality. In 1571 she 
married John Clitherow, a butcher with whom she had two children from. Several years later, 
Margeret and her family entered the Catholic Church. Her zeal led to harboring fugitive priests, 
for which she was arrrested and persecuted by hostile authorities. Many people tried to make her 
deny what she believed in very passionately. Finally, she was codemned to death on March 25 
1586. 

"The Sheriffs said that I am coming to die this Friday; and I feel the weakness in my flesh, which 
is troubled at this news, but my spirit rejoices greatly. For the love of God, pray 
for me and ask all good people to do likewise." -Saint Margaret of 
Cliterow

Saint of the Week: Saint Florian Feastday: May 4 Patron against Battle 

The St. Florian commemorated in the Roman Martyrology on May 4 th was an officer of the 
Roman army, who occupied a high administrative post in Noricum, now part of Austria, and who 
suffered death for the Faith in the days of Diocletian. Florian' s legendary "Acts" state that he 
gave himself up at Lorch to the soldiers of Aquilinus, the governor, when they were rounding up 
the Christians, and after making a bold confession, he was twice scourged, half-flayed alive, set 
on fire, and finally thrown into the river Enns with a stone around his neck. His body, recovered 
and buried by a pious woman, was eventually removed to the Augustinian Abbey of St. Florian, 
near Linz. It is said to have been at a later date translated to Rome, and Pope Lucius III, in 1 138, 
gave some of the saint's relics to King Casimir of Poland and to the Bishop of Cracow. Since that 
time, St. Florian has been regarded as a patron of Poland as well as of Linz, Upper Austria, and 
of firemen. There has been popular devotion to St. Florian in many parts of central Europe, and 
the tradition as to his martyrdom, not far from the spot where the Enns flows into the Danube, is 
ancient and reliable. Many miracles of healing are attributed to his intercession, and he is 
invoked as a powerful protector in danger from fire or water. His feast day is May 4th.
